The Locke Family. 


George Locke of Manchester has a 
genealogical chart of the Locke family 
which certainly is a most interesting 
and valuable record. It begins with 
John Locke, who was born in London 
Sept. 16, 1627, and killed by the Indians 
at Rye in 1697. Then jis, given the 
names of evety branch of .he family, 
forming’alarge treé-like history of- the 
whole. Each generation is numbered 
at the bottom and arranged in arched 
form, and each family is enclosed in a 
bracket, thus by following the genera- 
tion curve or the known ancestors any 
name can be found. There are 3619 
names on the chart, representing 10 
states. Mr. Locke began about 50 years 
ago to gather material for a history of 
the family and he has expended a vast 
amount of time and money in writing, 


| and travelling to put himself in-posses- 
| sion of the coveted information. 


The 
chart was finally-prepared by the histo- 
rian of the family, and represents much 
labor. An organization is maintained 
by the family, governed by constitution 
and bylaws, and providing for yearly 
meetings. The gathering this year 
will be held at Rye, Aug. 23 and 24, 
when numerous ancestors may be ex- 
pected to join in the happy occasion. 


A Great Difference,

State Law on Bicycle Riding. 


The state law relating to the use of 
bicycles has been approved bf the gov- 
ernor. ; haha 

It is now provided that whoever with- 
outa permit provided for in section 
three of the act, rides in a public high- 
way, street, square or park, bicycle or 
tricycle at a rate of speed exceeding 10 


miles an hour, or rides such a machine }. 


on a sidewalk, or rides such machine on 
the streets, squares or parks of any city 
when the same is not provided with a 
suitable alarm bell adapted for use by 
the rider, or after sunset rides the same 
in any public -way, square or park,’ 
whether within or without the limits, 
not provided with a suitable alarm bell 
shall be:punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $20 dollars for each offence, and 
shall be further/liable for all damages 
occasioned by such unlawful act.

State Law on Bicycle Riding. 


The state law relating to the use of 
bicycles has been approved bf the gov- 
ernor. 

It is now provided that whoever with- 
out a permit provided for in section 
three of the act, rides in a public high- 
way, street, square or park, ‘bicycle or 
tricycle at a rate of speed exceeding. 10 
miles an hour, orrides such a machine 
on a sidewalk, or rides such machine on 
the streets, squares or parks of any city. 
when the same is not provided with a 
suitable alarm bell adapted for use by 
the’ rider, or after sunset rides the same 
in-any public way, square or_-park, 
whether within or without the limits, 
not provided with a suitable alarm bell 
shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing $20 dollars for each offence, and 
shall be further liablé for all damages 
occasioned by such unlawful act.

WINDOW AND. VERANDA GARDENING, 


How to Grow wiGiabbished Foliage Plants. 
In Vases, Boxes and Baskets. 

The method of growing tender plants 
in vases, boxes, baskets, etc., that are 
stood or hung about verandas and win- 
dows must commend itself. This form 
of gardening fulfills a twofold purpose, 
as it adds a beautiful feature to the 
house itself and allgws the more extend- 
vd use of plants about the home. Those’ 
having no greenhouses or hotbeds must 
depend upon the ‘florist for their supply 
of plants for filling them or else grow 
the plants from seeds themselves. 

The boxes may be ‘of almost any form 
that the fancy may dictate or the cir- 
cumstances deniand, bit they ahonld not 
de 80 Jarge as to be unwieldy and in- 
convenient: for handling when filled 
with soil. A good size, according to 
American Gardening, is 10 inches deep, 
10 inches wide at the top and 8 inches 
at the bottom and as long as is re- 
quired unless it be more than 8 feet. 
Three-quarter inch holes should ‘be 
bored in the bottom at intervals of. 4 to 
8 inches, and at the bottom of the boxes 


“Y Outside should be nailed “one-half inch™ 


strips to raise the box from the floor and 
allow the water to pass away freely. 
The boxes should be filled within 144 
inches of the top, using a good loam to 
which has been added a liberal quantity 
of good manure, If you have the plants 
and soil near to where the boxes are to 
be placed, the best plan is to fill your 
boxes with soil, put {n your plants and 
then place the boxes in the position 
which they are to occupy. If required 
for a shady situation, the boxes should 
be filled with plants that will grow well 
in the shade. For this purpose may be 
used fuchsias, begonias, small plants of 
Ficus elastica, Latania borbonica, Phe- 
nix rupicola, Areca lutescens. Among 
trailing plants for shade are tradescan- 
tias, selaginellas, Kenilworth ivy, Ger- 
man or parlor ivy. 

Where boxes. or vases are to be ex- 
posed to the gun the following plants 
will. be fonnd satisfactory: Coleus, ge- 
raniums and ageratum, Lobelia gracilis, 
sweet alyssum, heliotrope, mesembry- 
anthemum, Vinca rosea, single petu- 
nias, dwarf nasturtiums, dwarf French 
cannas; such .as Star of 1891, small 
plants of Latania borbonica, Areca—iu-. 
tescens, Keutia forsteriana, Ficus elas- 
tica, F. e. variegata, Grevilla robusta,

Briet latory of an Edifice That Is Famous 
In England. f 


Magnificent in its decay ands a: erndly, 
alike in its mass and its details, Kirk- 


stall abbey was founded for the Cister- 
cian order by Henry de Laci in 1159. 
Its founder had the rare felicity of -see- 
ing the work 

With his own hands aiiapacigeal 
fice, and he gave unstinted aid in its 
construction and in the promotion of its 
religious work, and he did not rest con- 
tent until he saw on the meadow land 
selected for the purpose a thoroughly 
well organized monastic establishment. 

The abbey proper, as seen today, is 
but one out of a series of buildings 

compact..and--interw. 

whole. It was the opinion of Sir Gilbert 
Scott that all the essential features of 


the combined structure—the church, ° 


the chapter house, the cloisters, the re- 
fectory, the dormitory and other build- 
ings, whose foundations at least may 
‘still be traced, were the work of one and 
the same period and the same men— 
struck, as it were, ‘‘from asingle die.’’ 

Of no other important ecclesiastical 
edifice of the Norman or early English 
period can as much be said. The abbey 
became the mausoleum of its founder. 
In it he and his son were given sepul- 
ture. For nearly four centuries the work 
of the abbey Was conducted with more 
or less influence. 

Some of its heads made their power 
felt in parliament, and the line of their 
succession had_run to the twenty-ninth 
abbot.when the dissolution changed the 
character and fortunes of the place.

LEADERS IN PRISON 


Debs and His Lieutenants Re- 
fused to Give Bail. 
j REET NEES CE OREY 
Will Remain Behind the Bars Until Next 
Monday — Debs Declares That He 
Wouldn’t Give dnds to the Amount 
of Five Cents, 


“CHICAGO, July 18.—The contempt pro- 
ceedings against Debs, Howard, Keliher 
and Rogers of the American Railway 
union Wére called in the federal court 
yesterday, and the cases continued until 
Monday. Ths bailiin each cast was fixed 
at $3000. The commitment to jail was de- 
ferred for a short time to allow them to 
make an attempt to secure bondsmen. At 
‘4 o'clock, Debs, Howard, Keliher and 
Rogers, haying refused to give bail, were 
sent to jail. 

Debds asd his companions were taken to 
jail by Marshal Arnold, and before they 
left. the courtroom Judge Seaman in- 
structed the marshal to make them out of 
the jail at any reasonable time or times, in 
order that they may have abundant op- 
portunity to consult-their—attorneys— be- 
tween this and next Monday. District 
Attorney Milchrist filed an information 
in court charging the officers of the 
union with violating the injunction, and 


“Pept “lt-was—note nto... sane. 
writ for Debs, for he was in court when 
the information was filed. 

When the injunction was issued by 
Judges Grosscup and Woods, the usual 

,-chancery summons was issued, and those 
named in the injunction were directed to 
appear in court to answer. That was 
what brought Debs into court with the 
attorneys who have been retained to de- 
fend him and his brother officers. The 
information was read to the court by 
District Attorney Milchrist. 

When Mr. Milchrist had finished the 
reading of ‘the. information, Attorney 
George R. Peck, representing the re- 
ceivers of the Santa Fe system, took the 
floor and read a petition for writs of at- 
tachmentiagainst.. the: defendants on be- 
half of that railroad. The petition asked 
that the defendants be punished for con- 
tempt for violating the order appointing 
the receivers as well as for violating the 
general injunction as it applies to the 
Santa Fe. A number of actsof violence 
were alleged and interference with trains. 

The formal proceedings began at 2 
o'clock, when Attorney Irwin for the de- 
fendants asked that they be released on 
their personal recognizance. Judge Sea- 
man finally decided toset the case for 

a Monday, and fixed bail at $3000 each. 

6 four men made no attempt to fur- 
nish bail and were committed to jail 
until Monday. The attorneys for the 
defendants said their clients could not 
secure bondsmen, but Debs did not cor- 
roborate that when asked if he could give 
bail. He said he would not give bail to 
the amount of 5 cents.

Potatoes and corn are generally grow- 
iug very fast, although corn is backward 
in places and has rolled in southern Ver- 
mont and New Hampshire, and potatoes 
have begun to rust slightly in northern 
New Hampshire. One correspondent sug- 
gests that farmers should be on their 
guard to prevent the potato rust or blight 
which usually puts in an. appearance the 
latter part of this month. Spraying with 
the Bordeaux mixture is generally found 
to prevent or greatly check this disease.

A Treasure in the Archives of 
* Memory. . 

The life and teachings of Rev. Henry 
Matthews are now recalled and repose in 
the minds of the faithful of his beloved 
congregation as examples worthy of at- 
tainment and rivalry. 

‘His departure in the autumntide of 
life, while a source of deepest grief to his 
family, was no less a cause for sorrow 
throughout this and other communities, 
to which an honorable service had en- 
deared him. j t 

Monday afternoon, at 1:80 o'clock, a 
private service of family prayer was con- 
ducted at the parsonage by Rev. Joseph

 Candlin, of Cochituate. A public service 


immediately followed in the Methodist 
Church. His church -home was filled 
with townspeople who came ‘hither with 
saddened hearts, showing the measure of: 
_ Rev, Mr. Knowles, D.D., presiding eid- 
er of the Lynn District, conducted the 
exercises simply and directly as befitted, 
the life of the departed. ~ 

A moment of silent prayer was fol- 


lowed by the hymn, “Just Beyond,” an-- 


nounced by Rev. G. Beckman of Park 
Avenue Church, West Somerville, Rev 
Mr. Thomas of Saint Paul’s Episcopal 
-Chureh,..read...selections..from..the.90th 
Psalm, followed by scripture reading by 
Rev. Charles Noyes of the First Unita- 
rian Chureh, 
Thou Wilt,” was announced and beauti- 
fully read by Rev. 8. C. Carey of Read- 
ing. Vainly striving to control the sor- 
row which to him was. almost a personal 
affliction, Rev. John Oldham, of Woon- 
socket, R. 1., paid a fitting tribute to the 
memory of his close and intimate friend, 


dwelling upon the scenes- and incidents: 


connected with his early life and minis 
try, the latter extending uver‘a period_of 
forty years. 

He referred to the fact that the present 
was in many respects the hardest task of 
his-life. 

Mention was made of Rev. Mr. Mat- 
thews’ early education at Lotigton. His 
wonderful and continued success in the 
work of revivals, and that at the age of 
twenty he was called to the office of a 
regular preacher. 

It was during the happy days of his 
charge at Dawley, that he met and mar- 
ried Miss Caroline Bryant, who now deep- 
ly mourns the loss of her husband, 

He gave a vivid description of a scene 
of revival in his native town, saying 
that such scenes were not the exception 
but the rule, rte 

They took a mutual interest in each 
other; and their souls were knit together 
as well as those of David and Jonathan. 

He was a manly man and despised 
shams and deception. He was transpar- 


ently honest, and a minister of whom his | 


people were never ashamed. 

Sterling manliness was the chief trait 
of his character. He was a faithful min- 
ister and counted it a privilege to preach 
the gospel anywhere. Bean 

His last letters revealed his solicitude 
for the church of North Andover, and 
was full of hope religiously. In every 
relation of lifehe was thesame man. He 
left no dying testimony but there re- 
mains the precedent of a godly life 
which is the richest legacy. 

Rev. W. J. Pomfret of Parker Street 
Church, Lawrence, an. intimate friend of 
Mr. Matthews, dwelt upon the estimate 
placed upon him by the brothers of the 
Conference. He said his ministry was 


a spiritual one. He did not enter it as a } 


profession, but asa special calling, and 
confessedly retained the close and abid- 
ing life with Christ. He was a manly 
minister. The itineracy of the Metho- 
dist was a crucifl test of a man’s quali-, 
ties, and manliness, If you wish to know 
a man’s ministry, you should be his suc. 
cessor; a brother Matthews’ successor, 
he found no weaknesses, his had been a 
thoughtful ministry. He had scarcely 
seen a place where the people were more 
deeply touched than here when it became 
known that brother Matthews was ‘gone, 
He thought it would be said, ‘Servant, 
well done; énter the Master’s door.”’ 

Rev. Joseph Candlin, of Cochituate, 
with whom he made his last exchange, 
said: ‘‘Among the strongest ties which 
bind human hearts together, are those of 
the Christian ministry. Their's had been 
an earnest, strong, and sterling friend- 
ship. He had preceded Rev. Mr. Mat- 
thews in three charges, and knew of him 
as a faithful man. He was sincere in his 
sympathy and cheering in affliction. His 
last sérmon was from the 40th chapter of 
2nd Corinthians: ‘Things seen are tem- 
poral,” and was one of remarkable pow- 
er. 

Rev. Dr. Knowles spoke of the past 
character of the deceased brother, men- 
tioning many pleasant relations with his 
other associates in the Conference, and
